1 he trtiin was stopped by a 


torpedo placed on the track, and when 
the engineer had slowed up he and the 
fireman were covered by revolvers and 
forced to go back to the express car 
and demand admittance 


The express messenger, C. E Bax- 


ter, was covered by revolvers in the 
hands of the robbers, and they pro- 
ceeded to plunder the car. The safe 
was open and the contents were trans- 
ferred to a sack, which was carried by 
one of the pang 
The robbers then as- 


sembled all the tram crew in a bunch, 
marchod them about halt way down 
the train, and ordering them to stand 
still, made their escape in a westerly 
direction, through the dense willows, 
which line the track at that point. 


The robbers could not all be de- 


scribed, but are supposed to be the 
same gang that held up and robbed 
the Chicago fast tram, the Eli, on the 
Hannibal, just a week ago to-night 
one of them used a red lantern in sig- 
naling to the engineer 
Two of them, 


a tall and a short one, answer the de-

It involves tho

Commander Swinburne 
jruxe* testi- 


innny in common with other naval offi- 
cers concerninp-tlie importance of the 
Hawaiian islands fioni a t'oramercia.1 
and strategic- point of view, and then 
proceeded to detail the events attend- 
ing tlic revolution. 
As- the officer in 


charge of the troops that landed on 
the Kith of January and remained on 
•bore during those exciting days, Com- 
mander Swinburne's testimony was 
important 


It was on the 10th that Lieut.-Com. 


Swinburne received an order from 
Capt. W.ltxe, directing him to take 
command of the battalion and land in 
Honolulu,' for tho purpose of protect- 
ing the American legation, consulate 
and the lives und property of Ameri- 
can citizens, and to assist in preserving 
order. 
He was cautioned that "Great 


prudence must be exercised by both of- 
ficers and men, and no action taken 
that is not fully warranted by the con- 
dition ol* affairs, and by the conduct of 
those who may be inimical to the 
treaty rights of American citizens, 
" Commander Swinburne stated that 
the total number of men under his 
command was 153, not including1 eleven 
officers. This battalion, fully equipped 
lor active \vork, was formed, and, in 
accordance w ith the vessel instruc- 
tions of dipt. Wilt/o, marched first to 
the United btatos consulate, where 
Lieut. Draper with his company was 
detached, \\ ith orders to proceed to 
the legation and leave half of his com- 
mand, returning with the rumaindei1 to 
the consulate himself and remain there 
until further orders. 


The remainder of the battalioo, he 


said, then marched down King street, 
one of the leading thoroughfares of 
the city. In passing the palace the 
battalion gave n marching salute, the 
trumpeters sounding four ''Ruffles" in 
honor of the royal standard, which 
was flying there. The battalion, he 
\vent out was marched out to the resi 
dence of Mr. ,7. B. Atherton, an Amer 
ican, where, after permission was ob- 
tained, the men were marched into the 
grounds, 
arms stacked and ranks 


broken, to await further orders from 
Capt. Wiltze. 


About 8 o'clock that night Man. 10), 


orders came to march the battalion to 
Arion hall and camp there, which 
order was obeyed. 


Arion hall fronts the side of the gov- 


ernment building1, from which it is sep- 
arated only by a narrow btreet 
Dur- 


ing that night the men were kept 
ready for an -instant call, but there 
was no disturbance of any kind. About 
9:30 o'clock of the next day (January 
17) a civilian, armed, reported to him 
that a policeman had been shot while 
attempting to stop a wagon, load of 
ammunition that was being conveyed 
to the armory, where the 
civilian 


forces enrolled by the committes of 
safety were then, assembling, and that 
a large crowd was collecting on the 
street. 


Upon hearing this Commander Swin- 


burne assembled his battalion, under 
arms, in the rear of the building, and 
very shortly after Capt Wiltze ar- 
rived. During the time Capt. Wiltze 
was at the camp—until almost C o'clock 
—witness said, the men leading the 
citizens1 movement had assumed charge 
of the government building without 
opposition of any kind. The civilian 
companies, under arms, had, daring 
this time, marched in and established 
guards about the government building. 
While this was going on Commander 
Swinburne 
kept 
his 
battalion 


in the rear of 
their camp, with 


arms stacked. 
When Capt. Wiltze 


left the camp, about C o'clock, he noti* 
fled Commander Swinburne that a pro- 
visional government, of which Mr. 9. 
B. Dole was at the head, was in com- 
plete possession, and showed the wit- 
ness a letter from the United States 
minister recognizing it as the de facto 
government of the Hawaiian islands, 
and directed him to consider it a> such. 
During fchtft night the troops were 
again kept ready for action, but the 
dty was perfectly quiet. The next 
day, January 18, the officer said the 
royal standard was hauled down from 
over the palace, and the household 
troops were disbanded, except a small 
guard of honor, who accompanied the 
«x-queen to her residence. 


January ll>, after having been in the 


immediate vicinity of the government 
building since the night of the 10th, 
new quarters were provided at an un- 
occupied house on King street, into 
which the troops moved early in the 
afternoon. 
The battalion remained 


here a week or more, when the eveuts 
happened that led to the hoisting- of 
the American flag. 


In, accordance w ith orders from Capt 


Wiltze, Commander Swinburne put his 
command in light marching order on 
the morning of February t^^when^

be hoisted at 9 o'clock." In 


obedience to these orders, ho said, the 
battalion marched to the goremment 
building, where they were received by 
the civilian troops in line, who pre- 
sented arms as they entered. 


President Dole and cabinet and the 


advisory council were present. The 
order of Capt. Wiltze was shown to 
the commander of the provisional 
troops, who, witness said, at once 
turned over to him the custody of the 
building. Then, by order of Capt. 
Wiltze, a proclamation from Minister 
Stevens, establisniara protectorate in 
the name of the United States, penn- 
ing negotiations with the Hawaiian 
commissioners at Washington, was 
read, and at 9 o'clock the United 
States ensign was hoisted over the 
building, the troops of the United 
States and the provisional government 
presenting arms. The civilian forces 
of the provisional government were 
then withdrawn, and the custody of 
the building turned over to Lieut. 
Draper, with his company of marines. 


Commander Swinburne said that dur- 


ing the three nights preceding Febrn- 


, ary 15 the town was full of rumors of a 


threatened attack on the government 
building by sympathizers of the late 
monarchy, and all the troops of the 
provisional government were kept in 


1 the government building, with patrols 
! about tho place 
The hoisting of the 


I'niled St.ites flag, this officer said, had 
the effect ;it once of stopping these "ru- 
mors, and restoring confidence, and ap- 
peared to bo approved by everybody. 


Commander bwiaburne said he issued 


orders to Lieut. Draper to consider him- 
self responsible for the custody and 
safety of the building, toconsultfreely 
with the officers of the provisional gov- 
ernment, and carry out their wishes aa 
to who should Tbe admitted to the build- 
ing, and to do everything to facilitate 
public business. On the morning of 
February 4, at the request of President 
Dole, the gates of the grounds were 
thrown open and everybody allowed 
access between 9 a. m. and 4 p. m. 


Subsequently Commander Swinburne 


was relieved from duty on shore.

HANGED TO A BRIDGE 


Almost in the Suburbs of St 


Louie. 


SWIFT HETRIBOTIOHFOR HIS CRIMES 


Overtakes the Black Brute Buclcner— 


Determined Citizens Take Him from 


the Constable and Save the State 


the Coats of Prosecution. 


VALLEV PARK, Mo., Jan. 
18.—At 


about 4 o'clock yesterday morning a 
mob of fully 150 persons hung John 
Bnckner to the county bridge that 
spans the Meramec river at Valley 
Park. 


The negro had been taken before 


Squire Frank Hostetter, who held him 
in 11.000 bond. 


Citizens were assembling in Man- 


chester, Fenton, Valley Park and even 
in Clayton, and the squire and his con- 
stable were anxious for the safety of 
their prisoner. They accordingly hand- 
cuffed him securely and confined him 
in the cellar of Squire Harrison's house 
to prevent the possibility ot his being 
shot by any of the more reckless or the 
mob. 


One of the mob that had collected so 


threateningly at Valley Park mounted 
a horse and followed the wagon that 
contained the trembling culprit. He 
afterwards stated that his object had 
been to find out what disposition would 
be made of the prisoner. He found out 
and then rode back to tell the enraged 
citizens who were arming and rousing 
all over the district. 


About 1) o'clock at night about 100 


men collected at Vallej- Park, ami on 
horiebttclt. on foot and in wagons, went 
along the road to Manchester. At the 
latter place they were reinforced by 
about fifty more and the entire town 
turne 1 out. They all remained up the 
entire night. 


A raid was made on Peterson's sa- 


loon at Manchester, the front and back 
doors being beaten open with shot- 
guns. Here the mob obtained liquor 
and braced themselves for the deed. 


The mob surrounded the house of 


Squire Harrison, hooted and yelled. 
It was 3 o'clock, however, before they 
fathered courage enough for their des- 
perate deed. At that time a man with 
a plain white handkerchief over his 
Tace and armed with a shotgun, 
uiocked at the squire's door. The lat- 
ter had been frightened by the demon- 
stration of the night and offered only 
mlf-hcartcd 
resistance. 
He was 


brushed aside. 


In the ttob'e Handi. 


The leader knew exactly where the 


negro was confined, and, followed by 
as many of the mob as could gain an 
entrance, he went down into the cel- 
lar. A lantern in his hand disclosed 
:he form of the handcuffed negro, cow- 
ering in one corner. 


The lender and another man grasped 


lim, one by each arm, and dragged 
lim upstairs. When he emerged from 
he house one of the mob produced an 
jld wash line, and two turns were 
aken about lii^ lower limbs at the 
rnee. 


Thrown Into a Waffon. 


Iturinp this transaction some one 
ostlcd the ne^ro and he -fell over. 
le was grasped by the head and heels 
tnd thrown as if he hatl been a sack of 
mts into a t\vo-hnrs<" wagon that had 
[riven up 
The inarch hack to Valley 


'ark nil-, thru bcpun, the mob riding 
>u either sidt- of the wagon. 


An hour was occupied with these ar- 


rangements and morning began to 
lawn as tht- procession passed through 
Valley Park. At the upper end of the 
own the county bridge spans the 
Mereiuac river. It is a three-trussed 
narrow structure, with barely room 
for two wagons to pass. The roadbed 
uns between the trusses and the up- 
'ights form the bridge railing. 


Over the Railing1. 


An inch rope with a heavy double 
cnot was tied to the upright and the 
noose put about the negro's neck. He 
vas then lifted over the handrail, one 
f the mob standing on a girder, pro- 
.ectitiK over the river to receive him. 
''rom here he was lot fall, a drop of 
ibout ten feet. 
The negro is still hanging in plain 


view of the Missouri 1'acific and the 
Frisco railroads, which run within 100 
ards of the county bridge on each 
side. 
A Sherlrt'e Discretion Servea Him a 


Oood Turn. 


While tlu- preparations for the l.ynch- 


ng were in progress the sheriff, his 
deputies and a small posse appeared in 
,fae neighborhood, but were dissuaded 
'rom attempting to rescue the prisoner 
by the determined attitude and size of 
,he croud. 


Hanged HimBeli. 


According to an eyewitness the cul- 


prit, bound hand and foot, with one 
end of the rope around his neck and 
the other made fast to the bridge, was 
eft standing on its edge in the face of 
n approaching train, and actually 
lung himself by leaping from the 
bridge to escape being struck by the 
locomotive. 


The body was left hanging, and 


about daylight tlie sheriff and his 
party again appeared and cut down the 
aody, and the coroner summoned a 
jury to go through the formality of 
lolding an inquest.

How to Make Turkey Scallop. 


Marion Harland's recipe for turkey 


scallop provides an excellent ending for 
the meat cut from the bonee of a cold 
turkey or chicken from yesterday's din- 
ner: 


Remove the bits of skin and gristle and 


chop up the rest very fine. Putinthebot- 
tom of a buttered dish a layer of cracker 
or bread crumbs. Moisten slightly with 
milk that they may not absorb all the 
gravy to be poured in afterward. Then 
spread a layer of the minced turkey, with, 
the bits of the stuffing, pepper, salt and 
small pieces of butter. Another layer of 
cracker wet with milk, and so on until 
the dish is nearly full. Before putting 
on the topmost layer pour in the gravy 
left from the turkey, diluting, should 
there not be enough, with hot water, 
and season with Worcestershire sauce, 
catsup and butter. 


Have ready a crust of cracker crumbs 


soaked in-warm milk, seasoned with salt 
and beaten up light with two eggs. It 
should be just thick enough to spread 
smoothly over the top of the scallop. 
Stick bite of butter plentifully npon it 
and bake. Tore a deep plate over the 
dish until the contents begin to bubble 
at the sides, showing that the whole is 
thoroughly cooked; then remove the 
cover and brown.
